CNTU pickets wera. lined <up yesterday «utside the Mont- 
real Neurological liutitute to protect ihe delaying tactics ^used 
by the governmeni and hospital administration in settling 
their contract dispute. 



TThe conflict fcvolvcs around 
the dassification of 45 iiospltal 
worlcers ànfl the corresponding 
wage 'benefits. The TiospHal 
wanted them classified as ward 
helpers «n the firounds that they 
badn't completed the course of 
study required for nursing as- 
sistants In the French hospitals. 

The Union arfiucd that Koyal 
Victoria Hospital workers were 
granted nursmg assistant status 
under the pro\'inoe--wlde hospi* 
tal aereomcnt, although they 
were in the same position as the 
MNI workers. 

After îour montlis of negotia- 
tions a conciliator from the Que- 
hec Health Ministry was brought 
in. On Dcccmher 23, six days 
before the Union was io strike, 
Ihe Jicalth administrator admit- 
led the Union was rl^ht; accord- 
ing to Union negotiator Charles 
Udvarhcly, and "made a gentle- 
man's agreement to sign the 
eontract with the workers and 
the hospital on January 15, pro- 
vided "Uiey <do tiot strike and 



. they call off their demonstration 
planned for that afternoon." 

Udvarhely called off ihe de- 
monstration "because I trusted 
them.'" 

The contract was not sienefl 
and several days ago Udvarhely 
was notified that the fovcrn- 
mcnt was going to reconsider 
the terms of the contract. Yes- 
terday the workers demon- 
strated outside the hoqpital. '^I 
was iold 'that ibey (the isovcm- 
ment) arc sorry, that they are 
busy, and now "ttiey tell "me that 
they will reconsider. We are ab- 
solutely astonished and eonfu- 
ficd," Udvarhely said. 

CE. Noel, the MNI business 
manager, told the Dotiv that the 
workers were "probahly taking 
a slap at the government. The 
hospital acted In accordance 
with the xccommcndations of 
the provincial mediator.'" 

'Udvarhely, on the other Jiand, 
said that "there was some mon- 
key-business going on," having

The minority New Democratic government'* programme, including the nationalizotion of 
key industries and support of the Malional Liberation Front, , was accepted lost night -by Model 
Parliament. 



A motion to concur with the 
speech from the throne was pas- 
sed 30-20, while a motion of non- 
confidence was defeated liy the 
tie%ea1cing vote of Spcalker Ja- 
mes Mallory. 

On both votes, the Government 
was supported by nine members 
•of the Congress Towards Cana- 
dian Jilatudty (€TCM) and three 
from the Tbung Communist Lea- 
gue (YCL). 

The radical NDP platform in- 
cluded such planks as the natio- 
inaUzatlonvot;. Jianks, insurance 
and trust companies, the arma- 
ments ^nd drug industries, mi- 
neral resources and transporta- 
tion. 

It called for "positive neutra-. 
lism" lor Canada and said that 
Canada consisted of two nations, 
one in Quebec and the other in 
the remaining nine provinces. 

Ihe^e'bate liegan shortly/aftcr 
7 pm Miâ fèaturéd a number of 
•sharp 'exchanges between the op- 
iposition and government ben- 
ches.

Apologidng for bis inability to 
•attend Friday's ^démonstration «n 
{grounds «fiafiei^i^'bee wrote : 
"Jte i Me'ttTthe icey toa settle- 
ment In Vict Nam lies in giving 
the Vietnamese people a fcnuine 
«pportunityv «t ithe earliest pos- 
sible date, of cxpicsnng their 
wishes about the fntme of their 
«ountty, and .then leaving them 
e<ompl clely Xrec to put their 
wislies into effect. I hope that all 
parties involved will agree to 
make .this posEiblc. 

"My £ucss is that a freat ma- 
jority 4>t the Vietnamese people 
want, .above all, two . things : to 
free the whole country from iall 
'foreign military occupation and 
political control, and to reunite 
the country — which has been 
partitioned, not by the wishes of 
the Vietnamese people them- 
selves, but to ^it the. interests of 
foreign powers. 
'Uly expectation is Hiat, yHxtn 



choose to reunite under President 
Ho Chi Minh. A Vict Kwa reu- 
nited under Us ileadorship would, 
I bdlieve, be able to maintain her 
independence effcotivoly against 
.all outside powers. I believe that 
a settlement <m ittaeseJittM^j^uId 
be a stable one, 'because^Jt Wuld, 
I guess, answer to the wishes of 
the majority of the Vietnamese 
people.

In whatever way the pre- 
sent unhappy <war ends, it will ' 
certainly îiave marJced the end 
of western ascendancy In Asia. 

After this experience, neither 
the United States nor any other 
Western power is likely to burn 
Its finger in Asia again. 

Therefore, the "Viet Cong and 
the North can afford to leave 
open a bridge for the Americans 
to retreat over. If the Americans 
do retreat, in accordance with 
President Jolinson''s proposals, as 
a rest/lt of negoUirtions, tiie Viet 
Cong and the North will have 
achieved their aim." 



"Let's pass around the rice 
bowl," interjected Tory leader 
Howard Shapray as Sclamat Mu- 
nap. a ni^ni^^cif the NDP, -was 
qieaking/lfiinap is a Brunei ci- 
tizen. "Take off your dark mêlas- 
ses and show us the facé of Fu 
Manchu", Shapray earlier told 
the Asian. 

Michael Lcl^i.ton, another PC, 
claimed Canada was being suck- 
ed down a drain liy "Red Itahbls, 
Park Avenue pmlcos and peace- 
priests". 

In criticizing the speech from 
the throne. Liberal leader Mur- 
ray Wciner said -that socialism 
•would not. bring about a more 
just society than the present one. 
It would T^lace one elite with 
a narrower, more inflexible one, 
!he;said. 

"Freedom of initiative -was en- 
tirely ladcing in the NDP plat- 
form, Weiner said. 
' Shapray, in affirming his be- 
lief in -capitalism said ^'Com- 
munism suppresses and alienates, 
capitaiism inspires and moti- 
vates". 

CTCM leader -Gary Soroka said 
lie- was not in comidete. agree- 
ment with the NDP._- platform. 
But parts of the pnbgram could 



be modified to bring to Canada 
the lcind~ of Just society CTCM 
wants. 

The NDP affirmed its condem- 
nation of the American aggres- 
sion in Vict Nam, and support 
■of the National Liberation Front 
— the political arm of the Vict 
Cong. 

In rebuttal Shapray said that 
there will fee "no liberty, and no 
•free elections in Viet Nam until 
every Viet Cong terrorist is 
driven out". 

Sherman Sitrin, of the NDP, 
stressed "participatory democra- 
cy" throu^ a "woiîters' plan- 
ning board". 

"Workers should be educated 
in the means of production and 
distribution. A society which In 
the past 60 years has destroyed 
millions of people in two world 
wars is surely on the «dge of in- 
surrection", he said. 

Soroka of CTCM remarked 
that, the..prescnt £ovcmment was 
moM^fadical than UGEQ had 
been. He said McGHl rejected 
UGEQ because it remained "the 
. bastion of Anglo-Saxon supre- 
macy and paternalism". 

"It appears evident," he added, 
"that McGill really desires a so-

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Enough is enough 

The image of woman as a servile paras-, 
itic creature feeding off man's intellectual 
and economic?' resources is rapidly disop- 
pearing. However/' there are a few brave 
souls at McGill who cire fighting valiantly 
to maintain it. 

The Women's Union is now in the nth 
year of its existence. When it was created it 
served an important function. At that time 
women hod an inferior status as students 
and were not allowed to participate in the 
majority of campus activities. So the Wo- 
men's Union sponsored a great number of 
clubs and societies for female students. After 
the war,, female students were given- ecjuol 
status with males .and since 'then every po- 
sition on campus has been opened to them 
(we even have a woman on the . Students' 



Athletics Council). What then is the present 
function of the Women's Union ? 

It cannot be disputed that the Women's 
Union sponsors a few worthwhile projects! 
the second-hand book exchange, the career 
conference and first-year reception. The se- 
cond-hand book exchange is perhaps their 
most important contribution. It serves both 
mole and female students but the proceeds 
from it go to the Muriel Roscoe Scholarship 
Fund, open only to women. Surely th« In- 
ternal Affairs Department could take over 
this service so that proceeds would go to. 
the Students' Society for the benefit of all 
students. 

The careers conference and first-year re- 
ception are also valuable services; but, why 
must they be restricted to women ? Certainly 
mole studentsv^hdvej^bs^^^ difficulty in 
choosing an bccùpàtlon}as';fem^ and Mc- 



Gill ts just as bewildering' lo fhe' freshniéri' 
as it is to the girls. Why should she have 
the aid of guidance and not he ? Again the 
Internal' Affairs Department could fake over 
these activities and expand them to serve 
the entire student body. 

Under the new constitution the Women's 
Union, gets a budget of $1,500, whereas 
previously they received a proportion of wo- 
men's fees. On what is this money spent ? 
More than $500 is spent on the rental of 
two offices in RVC and the Union and at 
least another $100 goes on administrative 
and publicity costs. If the Women's Unipri- 
serves no important function why spend this 
money here when it is so vitally needed by. 
other campus organizations that contribute , 
far more to campus life ? Tradition is riot 
worth the price. 

There ore those who claim that the 
Women's Union is the voice of women on 
campus and in particular on the Studerits' 
Council. It is not only absurd to suggest that 
there is a female opinion as such on campus 
but it is also an insult to femininèintelligén- 
ce. Even if we were to accept the idea that 
one woman on Council con speak for the 
entire fem^ale student body, we would op- 
pose her having a seat on Council on 
grounds of unfair representation. Why 
should Women have two representatives on 
Council, the Women's Union President and 
the representatives from their faculty ? Since 
men have as much in common as women, 
perhaps we should have a Men's Union too.
